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Re my memorandum of September 29, 1964, advising that 
Mr. J. Lee Rankin would be in Washington on September 30, 1964, 
at which time he intended to check on the progress of the additional"; 
material to be released by the Commission which would back 
report already issued by the Commission. 

Mr. Rankin advised today that the additional material 
that is to be printed will run much longer than originally anticipate^; 
that there may be as many as ten additional volumes rather than three. 
He stated that some of the material has already been sent to the 
printers and that everything possible is being done to expedite th'er 
completion of the Commission's material. . a;' • r», ' 

Mr. Rankin stated there are a number of items where there 
is a problem of declassification and letters are being sent out as 
rapidly as possible to various agencies involved in order to have this 
accomplished as soon as possible. In this regard a letter dated 
September 30, 1964, was received in the Bureau October 2, 1964, / 
setting forth five pages of documents which the Commission desires' 
declassified. This is being handled in the Domestic Intelligence' ' 
Division. 

Mr. Rankin advised that based on present calculations 
it would probably be at least a month before the additional material 
will be released by the President's Commission. ,
